Wao were required to remit both rail-
rond and express funds daily, and the
pructicaof kenping ovor 5 on hand,over
night, for chnnge, gtrictly forbid
den,

The iden of my position being qguite a
responsiblo one fora boy of my age—I
was hardly 17 yours old—had never en-
tored my mind, ond I had fmplicit confi-
dence in my ability to cope with any
emoergency with which I should meet.

Ono evening, whon lnter than usual 1
wns counting the eash prur:u-atory to
putting up my remittanes which would
